RUSSIANS TELL 
OF BIG BATTLE 
IN CARPATHIANS! 

General Staff at Petrograd An- 
nounces Action From Bartfeld 


Towards Stryj Developed 
With Great: Intensity

PETROGRAD,. April 14—The gerieral 
staff reports that the Carpathians bat- 
tle from Bartfeld towards Stryj, devel- 
oped with great intensity Sunday and 
Monday. The Russiatis progressed on. 
both banks of the Ondava, south of 
Stropko. They captured several] heights 
northeast -of Telapotch and toward 
Uzsok, after very desperate fighting, 
captured heights near the villages of 
Bokovidz, Beneff and Vyssokonizy, tak- 
ing 2700 prisoners, one gun and 20} 
machine-guns, 

South of Wolosate, especially’ near 
Koziowa, Austro-German attacks in great 
strength were delivered, all being re- 
pulsed with: enormous losses to the at- 
tackers. 

In Bukowina, on an extensive front 
toward Zalestchiki, the Austrians, Mon- 
day night, made severe attacks, but 
everywhere the Russians by the effective 
use of the bayonet repulsed them. 

On the whole Russian front, collisions 

between reconnoitering detachments have 
become more frequent. 
VIENNA, Wednesday—aAn official com- 
munique states that the Russian offen- 
sive, which began March 20, is now ar- 
rested, When the irruption which the 
Russians attempted into.the Laborcz and 
Ondava valleys. during Eagtertide failed, 
they endeavored to advance in the 
wooded mountains on both sides of the 
Uzsok pass, but, all attacks during the 
heavy Russian losses. Elsewhere the 
situation is unchanged.

Two turned back and two 
flew over the northwestern outskirts of 
the French capital, dropping a dozen 
bombs and doing insignificant damage.

One 
Zeppelin was damaged, according to the 
French official report. In reply French 
airmen dropped 20 bombs on the aero- 
drome at Gits in Belgium and on the 
railway stations at Lichterfelde and 
Essen.

That portion of the highyay which 
traverses Jackson county, Oregon, is by 
far the finest stretch of road on the 
Pacifie coast, having cost the county ap- 
proximately $500,000. The through line 
of the Southern Pacific railway also 
crosses the county and Medford is one 
of the leading towns on the road between 
Sacramento, Cal., and Portland. There is 
an excellent automobile road from here 
to the lake. 3 

This is an up-to-date place of 10,000 
population, with good’ hotels and over 
20 miles of paved streets. It is sur- 
rounded by orchards and~alfalfa fields, 
behind which loom giant hills and tow- 
ering mountains. One of these is 
Mt. Pitt. The hills to the west and 
south are green, with pine and _ fir, 
laurel and manzanita, and in the spring 
and summer are covered with wild 
flowers. 

The Rogue river flows through Rogue 
River valley. Its waters are deep, and 
clear, and cold, with seething rapids 
and tumultuous falls. Crater lake, 
which has attracted investigators and 
lovers of nature from all lands, is 
perched 6000 feet sbove sea level, on 
the lsidé of Mt. Mazama. Its banks 
“are precipitous, a full 1000 feet to the 
water. The lake is said to be very 
deep. There are two islands, “Wizard 
island,” and “The Phantom Ship.” The 


Just before reaching Prospect, a quiet 
little hamlet in the mountains, the tour- 
ist comes to an immense hydro-electric 
plant, supplying the valley with: light, 
and heat ani power. From here .a side 
trip is made on foot, to Mill Creek falls, 
and to Twin falls, one of the most in- 
teresting experiences of the journey. 
The narrow path winds in and out 
among giant trees and along the edge 
of a wooded precipice, from which may 
be observed the waters of the Rogue, 
down a steep, rock strewn channel. The 
smaller of the Fwin falls resembles an 
exquisite bridal veil. It is about 150 
feet high, and issues from a clump of 
flowering vines that trail about it for 
quite a digtance. Mill Creek falls is 
nearby and much larger and higher than 
its neighbors.

‘“As so. often occurs, a woman was 
primarily responsible for the initiation 
of the library movement.” So runs a 
statement in the Wisconsin Library Bul- 
letin, which devotes several columns to 
telling how the town of Spooner estab- 
lished a public library in a one-room 
school used only occasionally for -in- 
structional purposes. The main~reason 
given for the success of the movement 
is that it was essentially a community 
enterprise. The woman who initiated 
the movement took her plan -to the 
women’s club, brought the project to the 
attention of the young men’s club, the 
school board, the superintendent’ of 
schools, the clergy-and some of the busi- 
ness men. Eventually all classes, or- 
ganizations, and agencies joined in ad- 
vancing the enterprise. 

The manual training department of 
the high school, after soliciting funds 
for material, made and stained the 
shelves for the books. Tables, chairs 
and desks were*lent by. citizens. The 
common council, entering into the gen- 
eral enthusiasm, contributed “$158 for 
the support of the library., Books were 
given by the state library commission, 
donated by people im the community, 
transferred from the schools. Back num- 
bers of periodicals also were donated and 
the high -school transferred six current 


| periodicals to the library. Now various 


plans are under way to raise funds for 
more books. 

Frequent calls for assistance in past- 
ing. in pockets, writing and starring 
book cards, and mending, cleaning and 
embossing books were promptly re- 


sponded to with numerous gatherings, 


and made possible the accomplishment 
of a large amount of work. 


“Bhe most noticeable feature this year 
has been the great increase in attend- 
ante of the smaller children,” says the 
children’s librarian at Winchester, Mass. 
“Boys and girls come trooping in and 
every afternoon this room presents an 
animated scene. Many of them, Italians, 
can only read primers but yet are so 
anxious to learn that they are here 
daily. , 4s in other towns, books based 
on. the boy scout and camp fire girl 
movements.are.in much demand. While 
the library is not directly connected with 
either group; wé -have noticed that 
through their influence the boys and 
girls are asking for better books. As 


an aid to the. children hunting for rne- 


toricals, lists of poetry in the school 
readers and bound magazines were 
made.”

An eyent which recently brought hun- 
dreds of foreigners to the library for the 
first time was the exhibit of the handi- 
work of many nationalities held in tne 
publié library, Binghamton, N. Y. In 
this exhibit wefe 500 articles represent- 
ing the handiwork of Hungarians, Bo- 
hemians, Slovaks, Roumanians, Armen- 
ians, Italians, Japanese, Chinese, Syrians 
and Russians. Girls in native costumes 
were in attendance. 


According ‘to the director of children’s 


work in the public: library of Cleveland, 
“if any children’ s room contains a larger 
proportion — of mediocre than of good 
books in the actual total’of copies put 
before the children, the number of. chil- 
dren who ultimately read good books is 
lessened thereby..

be concentrated, and the bankérs as well 
as the merchants will be better able to 
judge. where credit is not likely to be 
abused.

SHOWS PLANTS ARE ABLOOM . 


Meadow road past 11€ and: 10D, raf : :

By means of the. letters and Sitters 
shown on the accompanying’ diagram, 
the reader is enabled to locate various 
references in the articles’ For “instance, ’ 
the hawthorns in the Arboretum are 
located at the point where .the lines 
designated 3 and C_ intersect. , 


A visitor entering the Arboretum. by 
the Jamaica Plain gate (13B) ‘near the 
Soldiers Memorial on the car line in 
Center. street, will see the Administra- 
tion building on his right and dotted 
over the lawn in front of it ‘Magnolias 
great and small. 

The one just coming into flower now 
is M. stellata, a small shrub which pro- 
duces its blooms before the: leaves ap- 
pear. They are already ‘bursting from 
the. great buds and after a few warm 
sunny days the* bushes will present a 
mass of pure white fragrant blooms. J ust 
across the road and stretching down 
towards 12.C are the willows, luxuriating 
in the marshy ground they love. Many 
are showing their silvery flower clusters 
known as Pussy Willows to American 
and English children. These. clusters on 
the pollen-producing trees become fluffy 
yellow balls; on the seed-forming ones. 
they remain green. _ Many of each ‘kind 
are in full flower now. .

j|GOVERNMENT RISK 


PAYS CLAIM OF 
EVELYN OWNERS 


WASHINGTON—The government war 
risk insurance bureau paid its first claim 
Tuesday for losses due to the European 


war. A treasury warrant for $401,000 
was drawn in favor of Harriss, Irby & 
Vose of New York, owners of the Amer- 
ican steamer Eveiyn, sunk off the coast 
of Holland, .supposedly by a mine, on 
Feb. 20. 

The Evelyn was the first American 
boat to go down during the war. Of the 
amount paid $301,000 was for her cargo 
of cotton and $100,000 for her hull. Ne- 
cessary proof reached the treasury de- 
partment April 1. 

The bureau to date has earned pre- 
miums amounting to $1,453,000 out, of a 
total of premiums paid up to April 7 
amounting to $1,733,000. The govern- 
ment is expected to salvage some of the 
Evelyn’s cargo and thereby reduce its 
net loss.

Postmaster-General and the Railroads 


THE United States postmaster-general has no intention, evi- 
_ dently, of permitting the railroads to have the last word with rela- 
tion to the alleged injustice done them'by the government in the 
matter of compensation for mail carriage. Replying to some recent 
strictures on his policy, his latest statement on the subject contends 
that all the facts warrant the conclusion that in transporting : the 


- mails the railways are generally. fairly paid, and that in some 
' instances they receive compensation beyond the worth’ of the service 


rendered. The postmaster-general in this connection reiterates his 
charge that the railways sometimes carry express at cheaper rates 
than they carry mail matter, and he says that frequently the post- 
office department sends empty mail bags by express as a means 
of saving money. 

To put the matter more specifically, he instances the through 
mail service between New York and Chicago. Of these through 
mails, it is explained, more than 100,000 pounds average. daily 
weight represents what is called competitive mails; that is, they 
may be forwarded by either of the principal through lines, and, 
therefore, are subject to equalization agreement. The department 
pays the railways for these mails at the rate of $903,359 a year. 
If it paid them at the rate they would receive as their share of the 
charge if these mails were carried by express, they would receive 
only $452,352 a year. Under the present system, Mr. Burleson 
claims, the department is helpless in such a case, and cannot avail 
itself of the advantage that would accrue by reason of more 
economical handling of the mails. , It is for the continuance of this 
system, he charges, the railroads are now contending. It is partly 
with the view of putting an end to this system that the department 
is urging the adoption of a space rather than a weight basis as 
means of determining compensation for mail carriage. 

But it does not follow from Mr. Burleson’s ‘discoveries that 
the express rates are adequate. There is a widespread and well- 
supported impression that for many years the express companies 
have been a burden upon rather than a help to the railroads. Until 
quite recently the express companies could show profits and pay 
dividends and extra-dividends calculated to put the railroads and 
their managements to the blush. Unless all the evidence has been 
Rleotive the express companies were for many years treated with 
most extraordinary consideration by the railway companies. To 
such a degree was this apparent, indeed, that while the railroads 


were reporting deficits the express companies which they accom- ° 


modated were reporting handsome surpluses. 


It would be well, we think, if the postoffice department ‘should’ 


ascertain whether or not the express companies are paying a fair 
price to the railroads even now before seeking the same rates’ as 
are granted the express companies. 


New York City’s Credit 

KNOWING that it must have facts about New York city’s pres- 
ent.state as a debt-burdened and ¢xpensively managed municipal 
c6rporation before it can safely proceed to alter in any way the 
relative subordinate status of the city to the state, the constitutional 
convention has acted. Its first committee empowered to gather 
information for the delegates will report on the fiscal. situation of 
the metropolis; and it can do this with comparative celerity since 
other investigations, recent and contemporaneous, have collected and 
massed most of the facts. What is needed now js analysis of the 


varying reports, reconciliation and explanation of conflicting inter-’ 


pretations, and a dependable synthesis of all the information. -Hav- 
ing this the convention delegates can act intelligently and, without ” 
making a complex situation worse.

Canada’s Interest in the Empire mer 


WHETHER or.not the idea of inviting the oversea’ d6minions’ 


to participate in the drafting of. the peace terms with which’ the 
war will some day be concluded has. passed ‘the tentative point in 
England, it-seems to be quite certain that it-is a matter in - which all 
of the British“ possessions are ‘very much: = See sige if for no other 
reason than that it would ‘mark the beginnin of closer political 
relationship, between the mother countty and its Sar-fime and widely 
scattered children. Of course, and for obvious reasons, the pro- 
posal’at this time must be subject,fo.a cértain contingency. ‘It. may 
be considered, we think, as_a subject that for the time being has 
concern exclusively for Britofis and British subjects. 

In London it is openly said of Canada that it has earned. the 


privilege of sitting. in conference. with the home government on‘such - 


_ an important quéstion. Canada appreciates this, yet it, recognizes 
the fact that in whatever settlement may be made-it will have no 
local interests to safeguard. Peace, that-is, no matter on what terms 


it may be reached, will find Canada practically where ft was when. 


the war broke out. ‘There will be. no. territorial rearrangement or 
disarrangement, at all events... So thatthe Dominion might be jus- 
tified in declining an invitation to take part in such a conference on 
the ground of delicacy, since the matters to be discussed and voted 
on would be outside its province, 


But. there. is another side .of the question to be considered. 


“The day may come,” says the Montreal Star, “when we shall very 
much desire to be consulted in drafting terms:of peace after some 
other war.’ Should ‘such a day come, then we shall be very glad 
that,we helped to establish the precedent on this occasion.”

No American ever has filled quite the.same place in this sort 
of mediation work as the veterat~Chaucerean. and Shakespearean 
scholar.

Call for Independents in Government 


THE independent press of New York state, facing conditions 
at Albany in. both the legislative and the executive departments, is 
beginning to sound. the tocsin for a rally of citizens and voters tq 
save the state from further spoliations and shame due to adherents 
of both the historic’parties. The demand is echoed by the best of 
the Republican press, whose editors see that recent occurrences will 
have an undesirable effect.on the national interests of the party, 
as well as on its future in the Empire state. Failure to rise abové 
selfish considerations, and use of power to repeal progressive legisla- 
tion of the last decade, are not likely to induce confidence among 
voters who will argue front what is done.at Albany to what may 
be done .at Washington. 

National interest is keen in the turn’ that events may take in 
New York state because of this rising flood’ of dissatisfattion. The 
fluid state ofeparty affiliations in the nation has not been altered 
substantially by any recent events or reactions or shattering of 
individuals’ ambitious hopes. THe balance of power in the coming 
presidential campaign will be in the votes of persons who have no 
sympathy with “bossism,” or the’ spoils theory of public office, or 
with state aid to favored “interests.” They may be willing to 
see a halt in constructive social legislation; while the nation adjusts 
itself to conditibns caused by the war; but they will not favor repeal 
of laws based on higher standards of conduct of business, on” more = 
effective protection of women and children that.labor, and on stricter f 
guardianship of ‘public: rights i in the public domain. “Revolutions do . 
not go. backward.”
